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OUR GRAYMOOR COVENANT 


Last month we described Saint Francis as the 
Abraham of the New Law, so called because of his 
numerous spiritual descendants making him a Father 
of the faithful in some measure as Abraham was a 
Patriarch in the elder dispensation. We quoted from 
the 17th Chapter of Genesis how God made covenant 
with Abraham and from Father Chalippe’s Life of St. 
Francis we extracted an account of a similar covenant 
made between God and His Servant, St. Francis. In 
the calendar of the Society of the Atonement, October 
7th is set down as our Covenant Day, and has been so 
celebrated by the members of the Society during the 
past twenty-five years. 

It was on October 7th, 1898, immediately after 
a Solemn Act of joint consecration of themselves to 
the work of founding the Society of the Atonement, 
made by the Father Founder of the Friars of the Atone 
ment and the Mother Foundress of the Sisters of the 
Atonement, that God communicated to the former a 
promise of fecundity to the Society of the Atonement 
which has been a source of immense encouragement 
and strength to the members of the Society through all 
the ordeals and trials of the past 25 years. 

It is not the Editor’s intention at the present writing 
to give the details of how the Society of the Atonement 
received through its Father Founder a Covenant some 
what similar to the one God deigned to make with His 
Servants Abraham and Francis nor to dwell upon the 
years during which the faith of the Children of the 
Atonement was tried in a somewhat small degree as God 
saw fit, to try the Faith of Abraham, but in a magazine 
devoted to the Society of the Atonement, as THE 
Lamp is, it would be unbecoming to ignore altogether 
the 25th Anniversary of Graymoor’s Covenant Day 
There was a time when only the elect few believed in 
this Covenant and its genuineness, but, in the last few 
years the growth and expansion of our Holy Society 
has been so remarkable and the Finger of God direct- 
ing it so obvious that it no longer takes an act of heroic 
faith on the part of Catholics at large to accept as 
tairly probably that God actually did make with the 
Society of the Atonement a Covenant in the year of 


Grace 1898. 


Abraham had to wait until he was one hundred 
years old before his eyes beheld Isaac, in whom and 
through whom the promise of Almighty God to make 
His seed “as the stars in the firmament for multitude” 
was to be fulfilled. 

It has only been twenty-five years since God promis- 


ed, as the Graymoor Friars and Sisters firmly believe, 
that “blessing He would bless” and that “multiplying He 
would multiply” the Atonement Branch of the Francis- 
can Family Tree. Fourteen years ago, when the Soc- 
iety was corporately received into the Catholic Church, 
its entire membership consisted of two Friars, five 
Sisters and twelve Tertiaries. At the present time, the 
First Congregation comprises—five Priests, fourteen 
Clerics, twelve Lay Brothers. Add to these two Ter- 
tiary Priests in residence on the Mount of the Atone- 
ment and thirty students for the Priesthood and the 
grand total is sixty-one. In the Second Congregation 
there are forty-six Sisters, thirteen Novices, eight Pos- 
tulants and nine Tertiary Sisters distributed among 
seven houses in various parts of the United States, 
making a total of seventy-six Sisters. Members of 
the Third Congregation, living in the world, exceed 
ene thousand. 

Associated with the Society of the Atonement are 
two affiliated organizations namely—the Union-That- 
Nothing-Be-Lost and the Rosary League of Our Lady 
cf the Atonement. Members of both these organiza- 
tons are reckoned as “Children of the Atonement.” 
‘Lhe estimated Membership of our Missionary Union 
is 50,000 and that of the Rosary League 100,000. 


This certainly constitutes an extraordinary growth 

for the brief period of fourteen years. Never in its 
history were the prospects so bright for the Society 
c. the Atonement and, while we thank God for the 
growth and prosperity of our Holy Institute until now; 
at this time, when we are celebrating the Silver Jubilee 
of our Graymoor Covenant, we call upon all the mem- 
beds of the Three Congregations of the Society, to- 
gether with all our Associates enrolled in the Union- 
That-Nothing-Be-Lost and the Rosary League to co- 
cperate with the Holy Spirit for the greater growth 
of the Atonement Family. By uniting our wills with 
the good pleasure of the Most High, so wonderfully 
manifested towards the Society of the Atonement, and 
bv displaying a great readiness and zeal on our own 
part to work in union with God and Our Lady for the 
sanctification and increase of the Children of the Atone- 
ment we will undoubtedly draw down upon ourselves 
great measure of the Divine Blessing.

(Jan. 18th) and ending on St. Paul’s Day (Jan. 25).

ance of the Octave can be developed into a great 
popular devotion in villages, towns and cities every- 
where as it has already become in certain localities 
where rectors and pastors have taken the necessary 
pains to make it so. No better time in the whole year 
could be chosen for a mission to non-Catholics, the 
sermons being preached by the pastor and his assistants, 
or a preacher from the outside being specially engaged 
for the purpose. Invite the people of the parish to co- 
operate by their attendance and fetvent prayers, espec- 
ially by hearing Mass and receiving Holy Communion 
every morning during the Octave. Arrange also for a 
children’s service with missionary talks or explanations 
of the faith in the afternoon immediately after school. 
Popular singing should be one of the important features 
of the observance, particularly the use of the Church 
Unity Octave Hymn, copies of which with musical set- 
ting can be obtained in any quantity by addressing 
Central Office of Church Unity Octave, Graymoor, 
Garrison, N. Y. (Special rates in quantities).

The Pope's action in conferring on the Bishop 
of Bobbio and his successors the title of “Abbot of 
St. Columbanus” has given.especial satisfaction to 
Irish Catholics. 


In 1929 the Catholics of Great Britain will cele- 
brate the 100th anniversary of the passing of the 
Catholic Emancipation Act, an act of the British 
Parliament which restored to the Catholics those 
civil liberties of which they had been deprived for 
more than three centuries. That year ought to 
mark an important epoch in the history of the Cath 
clic Church in that country, for, if everythin: 
goes as at present, and the Catholics make thei 
normal progress, they will in all probability equal 
the Anglicans in numbers if not actually surpassing 
them in this respect. 


Supreme Knight James A. Flaherty of the 
Knights of Columbus announced at a recent meet 
ing of the supreme officers of the K. of C. that the 
Knights would support in every practical way the 
work of American relief for Japan as authorized by 
President Coolidge. The Knights of Columbus, 
Mr. Flaherty stated have appropriated $25,000 from 
the general fund of the Order for this purpose. In 
addjtion to their cash contribution, the Knights, 
through the councils of the Order everywhere, will 
actively support the campaign for Japanese relief. 


Although registration in all departments of Mar- 
quette University, Milwaukee, has not yet been 
completed, officials of the institution have or ti 
that an enrollment of about 4,300 is expected for th 
current year. Substantial increases already have 
been shown in the registration of the colleges of 
journalism and arts and science. 


Plans for the fall and winter campaign of the 
Agitation Committee of the Catholic Union of Mis 
souri were discussed at a meeting held last month 
at the headquarters of the Central Bureau of the 
Central Society, in St. Louis, at which the Rev. 
Albert Mayer, pastor of St. Andrew’s Church, Si. 
Lou's, presided. Twenty-three members of the agi- 
tation Committee were present. Father Mayer and 
the Rev. Henry Hussman, commissarius of the 
Catholic Union, and John P. Rehme, national presi 
dent of the Union, made the principal addresses. All 
of the speakers stressed the idea that this is the day 
of the lay apostolate, of the unordained Christians, 
men and women. The.good work done during the 
past year by the Committee, notably in the rural 
districts of Missouri, was taken as the indication of 
what can be expected in the near future. 





A most impressive tribute to the memory of the 
late Cardinal Farley was offered at. St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral, New York, on the fiith anniversary of 
his death, when a Solemn Pontifical Mass of Re- 
quiem was celebrated by His Grace the Most Rev. 
Archbishop Hayes in the presence of a congrega- 
tion that filled the Cathedral. Children from the 
Cathedral school and near-by parish schools, ac- 
companied by the rel rious, composed the greates 
part of the congregation. And it was to the chil- 
d-en that the Right Rev. Monsignor M. J. Lavalle, 
who preached the sermon, addressed his remarks. 


Sixty acres of ground have been purchased near 
Rocky Butte, Oregon, for the erection of a $5,000, 
000 national shrine to the Blessed Virgin by the 
Servite Fathers of the United States. The shrine 
will be known as the Sanctuary of Our Lady of 
Sorrows and according to the Very Rev. A. M 
Mayer, O. S. M., pastor of the Church of the As- 
sumption in Portland, the erection of some of the 
units will start in 1924. The Servite Fathers plan 
to improve the lower and upper grounds, chisel a 
grotto into the north wall of the butte and build 
seven chapels dedicated to the dolors of Mary. 

Rev. William Newton has been named by Bishop 
Schrembs to organize and minister to the spiritual 
needs of the Catholic deaf mutes of Cleveland. 
Father Newton was ordained several years ago and 
has just been named to a professorship in St. Mary's 
seminary. His care of the mutes will be in addi- 
tion to this work. It is the desire of Bishop 
Schrembs that services be held regularly for the 
afflicted ones and the first meeting to organize them 
was held in Cathedral hall last month. 


Catholics have just won a sweeping victory in 
the municipal elections of Czecho-Slovakia. The 
Socialists, who with the Free Masons have been 
carrying on a bitter war against the Church for the 
past several years, have sustained a crushing de- 
feat, losing half their mandates in the 9,000 muni- 
cipalities, a surprising number of which will here- 
after have clear Catholic majorities. 


The diocese of Detroit, which was organized 
ninety years ago, has steadily grown from a few 
hundred families until it has today a Catholic popu- 
lation of 700,000 and a school attendance of 70,000 
children, 55,000 of whom are in schools in the city 
of Detroit. Since January of this year three new 
schools have been opened: St. James at Ferndale, 
St. Frederick’s, Pontiac, and St. Ambrose, Detroit. 
kight schools are under construction, 
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Twelve of the famous actors of the Passion Play 
of Oberammergau, headed by Anton Lang, are to 
arrive in the United States this month, according 
to Ludwig Nissen, well known German-American 
merchant who has arrived from abroad, and whose 
trip to Europe was chiefly in connection with the 
visit of the Oberammergau actors. Lang and his 
companions will tour the United States and sell 
their famous wood carvings for the benefit of the 
starving people of Germany. German societies in 
the Bronx are looking forward with great interest 
to the arrival of the group. 





The Holy Father has sent a letter to Cardinal 
Bisletti, who goes as Legate of His Holiness to the 
Congress of Sacred Music at Bizenza, in which he 
refers at length to the great work of Father de San- 
tis, the founder of the Academy of Music. Father 
de Santis was a great enthusiast for the Gregorian 
Chant, and did a great deal in the direction of mak- 
ing the people take a part in singing the liturgical 
music. His Holiness recalls the motu proprio on 
church music of Pius X, with its scheme for creat- 
ing song schools, so that the congregations might 
take their proper share in singing the divine ser- 
vice. Pius XI approves the creation of Cecilian 
societies, and gives his best wishes to the Italian 
Association of Saint Cecilia. 


Once again, baseball has ended with the national 
series at the Polo Grounds in New York, the 
“Yankees” carrying away the pennant, while foot- 
ball had already begun its season. A game of spe- 
cial interest is always that between Notre Dame 
and the Army team of West Point. As usual, Notre 
Dame defeated the Army in New York October 13th 


The Catholics of Alsace have just held their an- 
nual congress at Mulhouse. The sessions lasted 
three days and were followed by many important 
manifestations. The following points were parti- 
cularly stressed: religious work, confraternities, 
the daily and periodical press, the religious situ- 
ation of the schools in the province, Catholic char- 
ity, vacation colonies, work among men and boys, 
women's work, social training, and the campaign 
against immorality. 


Resident men teachers are needed for Indian 
schools in the Western States and in Alaska, ac- 
cording to a statement issued by the Teachers’ Reg- 
istration Section of the Department of Education 
of the National Catholic Welfare Council.

Thousands of pilgrims from New York and sur- 
rounding states gathered at Auriesville, N. Y., in 
September for the unveiling of the monument to 
Kateri Tekakwitha, the saintly Indian maiden 
whose heroic virtues have made her a center of 
constantly increasing devotion at Auriesville. The 
Right Rev. Edmund F. Gibbons, Bishop of Albany, 
who has been entrusted with the task of beginning 
active work on the process for the beatification of 
this “Lily of the Mohawks,” presided at the unveil- 
ing exercises. Four Masses were said to accom 
modate the great throng of pilgrims, the first being 
celebrated by Bishop Gibbons, the second by the 
Rev. John J. Wynne, S. J., the third by the Rev. 
Francis Breen, S. J., and the fourth by Father Re- 
petti. 


The mutual good relations that exist between the 
Knights of Columbus of Massachusetts and the 
members of the Masonic fraternity, were stressed 
by two signal events in October. Masons of Boston 
joined the Knights of Columbus in the celebration 
of Columbus Day. The Allepo drum corps, said to 
be the largest Masonic drum corps in the United 
States, and which formed the personal escort of the 
late President Harding at the Plymouth Tercen- 
tenary celebration in 1921, gave a concert on the 
foston Commons and escorted Mayor Curley and 
visiting K. of C. dignitaries to the official banquet 
in a local hotel. On October 23, the members of 
the Woonsocket Masonic Club and the Woonsocket 
Knights of Columbus met in a social session at 
which some of the most prominent men in both 
orders were speakers. The project originated with 
the Masonic Club and the invitation was accepted 
by. the Knights with a view to closer social inter- 
course between the two organizations. 


The burial of the dead has become such a prob- 
lem in many parts of Germany that it is no unusual 
thing to see poor people carrying their dead to the 
cemeteries on wheelbarrows because they have not 
the funds to hire a hearse. One Munich paper, in 
commenting on the situation, says: “The number 
of funerals has decreased enormously of late. This 
is not due to the decrease of mortality but to the in- 
supportable cost of burial. There has been a de- 
cided increase in the number of cases in which 
bodies have been sold for anatomical purposes be- 
fore death.”

AN APPEAL TO THE LOYALTY OF OUR 
LAMP ARMY 


During the recent meeting of the American Hier- 
archy at the Catholic University in Washington a 
resolution was passed which will seriously affect all 
Catholic magazines who employ agents to solicit sub- 
scriptions from the Catholic public, THe Lamp includ- 
ed. The resolution runs as follows: 

Whereas it is a well-known fact that very serious abuses 
lave grown up among the agencies and agents that solicit 
subscriptions for Catholic papers, magazines, missionar; 
end Church-building projects, among vendors of Church 
goods, among various persons asking for Mass intentions 
und whereas such abuses arise from excessive commissions 
and promises of indulgences and blessings on sacred object 
given or sold, be it resolved: (a) It is not our wish to 
restrict reasonable or legitimate private initiative or public 
enterprise; (b) commercialism, however, ~has_ invaded 
religious spheres of action and must be discouraged; (c) oi! 
ficial diocesan authorization for every Catholic enterprise 
association or periodical is the law and tradition in and o' 
the Catholic Church; hence, for all agencies and agents 
(d) all these abuses are hereby condemned, all priests are 
urged not to tolerate such agents and all faithful are 
instructed never to subscribe to any such project or bu) 
such periodicals, unless a clear announcement be made in 
the Church, authorizing such agents. 

This is a case where the innocent must suffer with 
the guilty. There will still be found no doubt a few 
Bishops and Priests who will give the authorization 
provided for by the Resolution of the Bishops, but they 
will be exceptions and not the rule. Whether the 
agency system will be able to survive this stringent 
piece of legislation or not remains to be seen, but under 
the most favorable circumstances it is certain to so 
seriously hamper the already: very difficult task of the 
Subscription Agent that THe Lamp, along with the 
Franciscan Herald, Extension Magazine, St. Anthony's 
Messenger, The Paraclete, The Grail, The Missionary, 
The Queen’s Work and a long list of others will in- 
evitably suffer the loss of many thousands of subscrip- 
tions in consequence. 

With this serious condition confronting us, we must 
either throw up our hands in despair and watch our 
gallant Lamp shrink in the number of its subscriptions 
as a healthy person suddenly smitten with tuberculosis 
grows thinner and more emaciated from month to 
tronth, or we must take active measures to prevent a 
decline in circulation.

STUDENTS’ BREAD FUND 





Referring back to the October Lamp of last year, we 


were surprised to find that the Grand Total of the 
Students’ Bread Fund reported in October, 1922, was 
almost identical with the amount reported in this issue.

I note that where wills are offered 
for probate there is often much difficulty in identif ying 
the party or organisation mentioned and, while I have 
heen a subscriber to Tit Lame for five years and 
interested in its work, I did not know how to name the 
Society properly, or if there was a difference, so put it 
all down to be sure of proper identification.” 


Readers of Ture-Lamp will find on page two of Tue 
Loup cover, explicit instructions “How to Remem- 
BER GRAYMOOR IN THEIR Wits.” We fear this 
particular person complicated her bequest by using 
the name of the Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost and the 
Friars of the Atonement at the same time.

A BISHOP IN ECUADOR ASKS ASSISTANCI 


Very Rev. and dear Sir: 

It is from the immense equatorial forest, that, ever 
mindful of the brotherly and truly Christian goodness 
with which you received the supplication of this poor 
Missionary of the Jivaros I send my cordial greeting 
During my passage through the United States, you 
were so kind as to promise me some help for my pooi 
Mission if | would send you some news regarding the 
Jivaros, and now, I willingly hasten to send some new- 
which may serve as an incitement to your enthusiastic 
collaborators to remember this remote part of the 
Lord’s vineyard. 

A GENERAL IDEA OF THE JIVAROS 

The Vicariate of Mendez-Gualaguiza has an area of 
about 30,000 square kilometers, belongs to Ecuador. 
and lies on the slopes of the Eastern Cordillera of the 
Andes towards the Maranon-Amazon Rivers. Th 
tributaries of the Maranon, such as the Santiago, the 
Morona and the subtributaries Zamora, Pante ani 
Upano cross it cutting into the rock deep and danger 
ous chasms. The tropical forest in its most colossa 
development, the wildest of animals, the most venom 
Cus snakes, and the most characteristic of insects are 
the elements of the prodigious work cfeated by the 
Supreme Artisan, while the real sovereign and absolute 
master of the forest is the wild Jivaros. 

Endowed with prodigious strength and agility and 
with an exceptional cunningness, he triumphs ove: 
every adversity. With a keen sense of direction, he 
walks for hours and hours in the immense, dark forest. 
pushing himself along like a jaguar, and, holding on te 
tle simple trunk of a tree like a cat, he crosses mest 
frightful torrents. 
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By means of his club he procures, in a few hours, 
{cod for his large family ; he has in his well constructed 
hut, from three to seven wives who look after the cu-

THE MISSIONARY WORK 

After the discovery of America a number of Mis- 
onary congregations undertook the work of Redemp 
tion in the great basin of the Maranon. Almost all 
the tribes were brought under way, the wild Jivaros 
‘one remained rebels, whenever the Spaniards and 
\lissionaries tried to penetrate into their insidious bogs. 
'n the last century, the Dominicans tried to do some- 
thing at Macas, but

In 1883, the Sales- 
ians, invited by Pope 
leo XITI commenced 
the work of evangel- 
ization, but the diffi- 
culties were very 
great and most gener- 
ous sacrifices were : 
required. 

The difficulty of 
language; the langu- 
age of the Jivaros has nothing in common with the 
Indo-European languages; it contains much Japanese 
element. It was never written but it has been hanled 
down from father to son; hence the Missionaries have 
had to overcome with incredible sacrifices the cruelty 
and the diffidence of the savages, and every day 
snatch away a word or two from them in order to com 
pose a small vocabulary. With it, it has already been 
possible to compose a short catechism, and if some 
good souls will help us for the coming year, 2 will he 
possible to print a brief primer and start a real Jivaros 
school at the different Missions by giving to io moth 
ers pieces of cloth, clothing, household articles, ete. in 
order that they may allow their children to pass some 
time at the mission. 

DiFFICULTIES IN TRAVEL 

The warm and damp climate and the abundant rain 
fall have been the cause of so much development to 
vegetation, that it is impossible to go into the forest 
without the guidance of one of the savages; an un 
expert would easily get lost in the terrible labyrinth 
and die of hunger. Hence the necessity of having to

I will answer “per contraria,” or bet- 
ter listen: Many Filipino Catholics are aban- 
doned for many years, in so far as to be without 
any Catholic Priest for a long, long time, e. g., for 
ten to twenty-five years. After that LONG TIME 
a Priest happens to be sent to them, it takes him 
less than a year to bring a great number of them 
back to the practice of their religion; and, if he 
finds the necessary funds for it, he has nearly all 
the children in his school. So that the Priest HAP- 
PILY discovers that their faith is not gone at all, 
but is still very much alive in their heart. But 
perhaps you do not believe my words, believe then 
at least in facts. Here yot have a fact, an illus- 
trated one, and one among many of the same kind: 
is a town of about 4000 
These Catholics are called “Bagos” 
or “Newly converted,” because they were the lat-

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ITEMS OF INTEREST CULLED FROM THE 
THIRD ORDER FORUM 


A great honor for America and a great opportunity 
tor the Third Order in America is contained in the 
announcement by cable from Rome, that Pius XI has 
approved Chicago as the scene of the ‘twenty-eighth 
International Eucharistic-Congress, to be held in 1926, 
It will be the first international Eucharistic Congress 
held in the United States and the second on this 
hemisphere, the first being that of Montreal in 1910. It 
is not too early to direct the attention of Tertiaries 
and Tertiary organizations to the great event. Un- 
doubtedly steps will be taken to have the National Ter- 
tiary organization of the United States represented 
there. The order of St. Francis is in the forefront of 
history for devotion to the Blessed Sacrament. At 
every turn in the life and writings of our holy founder, 
St. Francis, his zeal for the Holy Eucharist appears. 
His first steps in his great mission were devoted to the 
glory of “the tabernacle of God with men.” The 
revival of frequent communion is largely due to the old 
rule of the Tertiaries, which called for reception on 
the principal feasts of the year at a time when Mother 
Church felt constrained to make at least yearly com- 
munion obligatory. And with the change of the times, 
iorty years ago, Leo XIII interpreted the spirit of St. 
Francis when he expected monthly communion of the 
Tertiaries. Another factor in promoting frequent 
communion was the devotion to St. Anthony, himself 
distinguished for Eucharistic devotion. Prominent 
among the martyrs of the Blessed Sacrament are Sts. 
Nicholas and gompanions of Gorcum, of the First 
Order. St. Clare’s triumph over the Saracens through 
the Blessed rament added little to promote 
Iucharistic devotion. Nor must we forget that St. 
Paschal Babylon of the First Order has been appointed 
patron of all Excharistic societies and congresses. 
Under the circumstances the order of St. Francis, in 
all its branches, should be interested in the 
coming congress. LDesides, it c with the seven- 
hundredth Anniversary of the death of St. Francis, 
and the second national convention of the Third Order 
in the United States. Perhaps that convention can be 
timed to make covenient the attendance of the delegates 
lso at the Eucharistic convention. According to pres-

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THE BASILICA OF ST. CLARE IN ASSISI TO 
BE RESTORED 





On the 26th of September the Mother Abbess, Sister 
Carmela Cherubia, St. Clare’s Successor in the Proto- 
Monastery of the Poor Clares at Assisi, addressed to 
the Editor of Tue Lamp the following communication : 

“I have good news, dear Reverend Father, about the 
uork of the restoration of our Church. 

My first thought on my return from Sicily was to 
asks permission of the new Government, and it was 
granted us. Thank God a thousand times! So, after 
ten years the 30,000 lire received from the gencrous 
Benefactors of America will be employed for the holy 
nork for which they gave us such generous alms. Of 
course this sum is not enough to bring the work to ts 
end, but we hope to find kind hearts to help us by means 
of the circular letter which I enclose. The Holy 
Father, the Protector Cardinal of this Monastery, the 
Minister General of the Friars Minor, and all our good 
Franciscan Fathers have taken great interest in the 
matter.” 

As the Mother Abbess truly says it was ten years 
ago that we made an appeal in Tue Lamp to help com- 
plete a sum of $6,000 which at that time was estimated 
to be the cost of restoring to its primitive beauty the 
interior of the Basilica of St. Clare at Assisi. The 
entire amount except $1,800 was raised by Tue Lamp. 
It was the first time that St. Anthony’s Clock appeared 
in our columns. Clock No. 1 accomplished its task in 
tourteen months. To the great disappointment of all 


concerned the Italian Government, which was then - 


Masonic and hostile to the Catholic Church, refused 
to allow the restoration to be made and consequently 
the money was placed on deposit by the Cardinal Pro- 
tector, anl all these ten years the Poor Clares have 
prayed and waited for the opportune time when this 
work so dear to their heart might be accomplished. 
Thanks to Mussolini, the Government in Italy is no 
longer hostile to the Church, and has not only granted 
to Mother Abbess permission to proceed with the 
restoration, but the Government itself will repair the 
handsome bell tower. 

The following is a copy of the letter addressed to 
English speaking Catholics and particularly Francis- 
cans by the Committee in charge of the work of restora- 
tion: 

THE APPEAL 

After seven hundred years from St. Francis’ death, as 
the Catholic World is to celebrate his solemn memorial, it 
would seem strange, if a work, for which the true believers 
are longing since many a century, had not its complete 
fulfilling by the Franciscans of the three Orders and the 
admirers of the Holy Patriarch, to whom we direct our 
warmest appeal. 


A sense of bitterness spreads from the travellers hearts, 
visiting the admirable temple of St. Clara, as they remark 
the decay in which it is fallen. 

We wish to render to it the harmony of its lines and a 
simple decoration inspired on the wonderful patterns of 
the Florentine School at the end of the XIV century, en- 
deavouring to uncover the ancient frescoes on the two 
aisles of the transept, so as to make more conspicuous the 
audacious loftiness of the vaults, and to give to the temple, 
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so resembling the Upper Church of St. Francis, the ma- 
jestic appearence it has lost. 

We desire altogether to arrange an easier sight of the 
magnificent collection of sacred relics, building a conven- 
ient shrine under the control of the pious nuns, as is al- 
ready done for the miraculous bizantine Crucifix of St. 
Damiano, transported here after the death of St. Clara. 

The XIX century glorified St. Clara, constructing a 

pt hipog and opening to the public the artistic 
chapel of the Holy Sacrament. Our present duty is to 
prosecute that work and complete it, while the govern- 
ment will repair the handsome bell-tower. 

With this purpose worthy of the Franci | ity 
we will honour the great Patriarch in the temple sacred to 
his first-born Daughter: considering, that, where now rises 
the mother Basilica and the main monastery of the 2nd 
Order, he learned the first notions of literature in the old 
parish of St. Gearge; here he preached after his con- 
version: here he got his provisional burial place, that 
Our Lord Illustrated with wonderful miracles; here at last 
his sanctity was proclaimed, in the canonization held by 
Gregory 1X the 16 of July 1228. 


Unfortunately the late War has played havoc with 
the purchasing value of the lira, so that 30,000 lire at 
the present time is worth only one quarter of what it 
was when this money was contributed. We hope that 
the shortage in consequence of the fall of the lira from 
twenty cents to five cents will be offset by the generos 
ity of Americans and particularly of our Lamp Read 
ers who will contribute to this glorious object.

It has grown to gigantic proportions, and here again a 
small Quarterly called “the Annals of Our Lady of 
Victory,” costing only Twenty-Five Cents a year is 
the mainstay of this immense charity. This little quar- 
terly has also attained to a circulation of a quarter of a 
million. Fr. Drumgoole and Monsignor Baker's institu-- 
tions are local in their character, whereas the Union- 
That-Nothing-Be-Lost and the Rosary League extend 
their membership over the United States and Canada,

It ought, therefore, to be all the easier for us to secure 
tor The Candle a circulation of two or three hundred 
thousand copies.

plan, and I should be very happy to see it put into ef- 
fect by some zealous Promoter Rosarian who will act 
as a Mother and gather into her Band ten recruits who 
will not only pray but work for the upbuilding of the 
Graymoor Institute. I might suggest that the Promoter 
communicate with the Mother Superior at Graymoor 
und ask how they can aid the Sisters by helping some 
of their Mission Houses or else in raising funds by 
entertainments for the support of the Mother House. 
I can assure our Rosarians that the Sisters have very 
heavy financial burdens to carry and it is indeed a 
marvel of Divine Providence how they keep the wolf 
Jrom the Convent door. rf
